Why so mu ch p u blicity for wheat? 
It has long been the “king crop ” and what hap p ens to 
wheat tou ches v irtu ally ev ery p erson in the midwest. Nebras­ 
ka ranks in the list of states that realize more than $100 mil­ 
lion from the harv est of an av erage wheat crop . 
Wheat can and has been 
p rodu ced on more than 80 
million acres, one of ev ery 6 
acres of crop land in t h e 
United States. 
A gigantic 
storage a n d 
ov er-su p p ly headache is as­ 
su red if farmers take the cu e 
from the referendu m failu re 
and decide to go all ou t on 
wheat p rodu ction, agricu ltu re 
observ ers claim. 
Su rp lu s wheat has been a 
p roblem for a long t i m e . 
When Congress adop ted the 
national minimu m allotment 
in 1938 the av erage yi e l d 
du ring the p receeding 5 years 
was 12.4 bu shels p er a c r e . 
T h is was less than half the 
av erage of the most recent 3 
years, 25.1 bu shels. 
At the 1962 p rodu ction rate 
of 25.1 bu shels p er acre all 
the wheat .u sed in the U.S. 
cou ld be grown on less than 
24 million acres. E x p o r t s 
added to domestic u se can 
u tilize from 48 to 50 million 
acres. 
One of the first dents in 
hu ge su rp lu ses that reached 
1.3 billion bu shels in 1961 was 
made with the 1962 harv est 
that was raised on 11.5 mil­ 
lion acres less than the 55- 
million-acre allotment w i t h 
the aid of the 1962 wheat p ro­ 
gram. 
I>omestic disap p earance for 
the cu rrent marketing ye a r 
is exp ected to be abou t 600 
million bu shels, with exp orts 
taking 
another 600 million 
bu shels. A carryov er of abou t 
1.2 billion bu shels, dou ble the 
600 million bu shels regarded 
as reasonable and necessary, 
is in p rosp ect for Ju ly 1, 
1963, according to USD A fig­ 
u res. 
Wheat at p rices that leav e 
a net p rofit for the farmer 
can mean p rosp erity. Wheat 
p rov ides all or p art of the 
income of 1.8 million of the 
nations 3.7 million farmers.

In most of the last 10 years 
wheat has 
retu rned 
more 
than $ 2 billion annu ally in 
gross income to farmers. 
If adv ance p redictions that 
farmers will p lant 70 million 
acres for the 1964 crop , In 
face of no legislation, become 
a reality this cou ld comp ou nd 
su rp lu ses p roblems to the 
tu ne of more than 50% with 
an av erage yielding crop . 
I recall 1932 w h e n the 
wheat grower was bu ried u n­ 
der wheat su rp lu ses with 35c 
wheat. From 1938 to 1942 the 
su p p ort p rogram was the most 
imp ortant p rice-influ encing 
factor with 1940 growers coop ­ 
erating in the p rogram receiv ­ 
ing twice the retu rn the world 
market wou ld hav e brou ght 
for their wheat. 
Between 1956-57 and the 
1960-61 
marketing 
ye a r s , 
p rices to farmers av eraged 
3 to 7 cents abov e effectiv e 
su p p orts. In 1961-62 the sea­ 
son av erage p rice to farmers 
was 4 cents abov e the loan 
rate. 
The 
p rice-influ encing 
factors in recent years hav e 
been increased exp ort de­ 
mand, a step p ed-u p Food for 
Peace p rogram and the im­ 
p rov ed qu ality of wheat. 
It has taken the combined 
efforts of many factors p lu s 
a restraint on acres p lanted 
to keep from being bu rled by 
wheat. 
Can the farmer stand lower 
p rices and the t a x p a ye r 
step p ed-u p storage costs? 
Ov erlooked is the fact that 
regardless of what the wheat 
p rice might be the storage 
costs keep a near steady 
p ace. 
It ap p ears to me that any­ 
one who assu red the farmers 
and the nation that a solu tion 
wou ld be fou nd to wheat 
p roblems if the farmers de­ 
feated the wheat referendu m 
has one of the biggest jobs 
ev er tackled. 
One of the best hop es from 
ou r v iewp oint wou ld be a con­ 
tinu ation of the 1963 p rogram. 
This might win ap p rov al from 
farmers, lawmakers and the 
p u blic as the v olu ntary p ro­ 
gram was receiv ed fav orably 
from many sou rces. 
This av enu e for wheat cou ­ 
p led with the 1965-65 feed 
grains p rogram, already leg­ 
islation, I believ e can p rev ent 
p rosp ects for ’disaster to ou r 
No. 1 indu stry, agricu ltu re.

At the same time,

Cou rt has been moving toward a stricter in­ 
terpretation of chu rch and state se})aration 
tlirou gh ru lings su ch as that eliminating of­ 
ficial prayers from pu blic schools. 
Admittedly, parochial schools have grow­ 
ing problems ju st as pu blic schools do. Ru t 


pu blic resi>onsibility can be directed only to 
the pu blic schools. 
Actu ally, the qu estion of school bu ses ap- 
{)ears to be one of the simplest chu rch-state 
issu es to resolve. It has been handled well 
in some commu nities by pu blic and paroch­ 
ial schools both contracting with the sam e 
private company to transport their children 
to school. Elach then pays the cost of hau l­ 
ing its own stu dents. 
The Legislatu re very wisely defeated 
an 
am endm ent providing tax-paid transportation 
for parochial school stu dents. Opposition was 
based largely on 
the 
contention 
that 
the 
m easu re wou ld violate N ebrask a’s constitu ­ 
tion, .A constitu tional amendment to mak e 
su ch action permissible now is proposed. 
Aside from the constitu tional aspects, how­ 
ever, tax expenditu res for parochial schools

The Mau Mau u prising, which resu lted in 
imprisonment for Kenyatta, w’as basically a 
tribal affair. By the time it was pu t down 
by British troops

were 13,423 Africans dead and only 9 5 whites. 
Bu t the w’hites w’ere scared and they have 
not forgotten. 
Kenyatta, somewhere in his 70s, now is 
described by an old African hand as more 
an image than a man. It is the image that 
was named the first African prim e minister 
this week . To thou sands Kenyatta is 
ju st 
w'hat his name m eans in Kik u yu — “ t he 
flaming spear.” 


Kenya’s transition from self-government 
to independence is a cru cial period in its 
history. An opixisition party favors continu ed 
decentralization. K.ANU has u rged a strong­ 
er centralization. 
There is an old Kik u yu maxim. “ When 
two elephants fight it is the grass 
that su f­ 
fers.” 11 remains to be seen whether the 
Kenyans can find internal agreem ent

that

them.

Washington — Sen. B arry Goldwater’s en­ 
thu siasm at the prospect of ru nning for E’resi- 
dent is less than that of his eager su pporters 
across the cou ntry. Goldwater is not only hold­ 
ing back —and intends to hold back at least 
several months longer — bu t 
there is no certainty he will 
m ak e any campaign for the 
nomination whatever. 
I think his relucta nce to 
ma ke t h e fina l decisio n is 
rea l.

I have suggested the re­ 
sponsibility of teachers and 
schools in this over all pic­ 
ture, but if we succeed in ac­ 
complishing w'hat we as phys­ 
ical educators know must be 
done then certainly it will be 
necessary to get the entire 
support of parents and other 
citizens. 
Parents 
must 
encourage, 


their children to be enthu- ^ 
siastic about their required 
activities and should encour­ 
age the whole family in ac­ 
tivities outside the 
school, 


particularly 
th e 
activities; 


that demand vigorous energy 
output. 
I hope that persons do not 


misinterpret my beliefs re­ 
garding the necessity for such 
a program and immediately 
get the feeling that we are 
interested in athletics are only 
trying to promote more and 
better 
material 
for 
future 


competitive athletic teams. 
We 
know that the very 


problem we are concerned 
with has to do with those 
persons who are not the ath­ 
letes. Competitive athletics is 
a vital part of any over-all 
program and no doubt the 
stepped up physical educa­ 
tion program would produce 
a stronger and also a larger 
number of interested young 
men, but again let me em­ 
phasize that we are concerned 
with over-all improvement in 
all age groups, both men and 
women. 
The necessity for a well 


balanced program for women 
is just as important as one for 
men. Even though the phys-' 
ical 
demands 
are 
not 
so 


great, the activities and skill 
techniques utilized in a pro­ 
gram 
for 
women 
are 
or­ 
ganized in such a way that 
desired results are obtained. 
Teachers Needed 


It is regrettable that more 


young women do not chose 
this type of teaching as a 
career. 
The truth is that there are 


a great number of very fine 
and capable 
young 
women 


who are contributing greatly 
to the welfare of girls in the < 
field of health, and physical 
education. One of the most 
serious problems at present 
is the recruiting of capable 
individuals for teacher train­ 
ing in the field of physical 
education for women. 
We, who have been asso­ 
ciated with young men and 
women for many years know 
what a tremendous impact 
we can have on the lives of 
young people and their atti­ 
tudes toward better living in 
later life. 
We have a challenge and 


we can meet it, but we must 
havt the help of everyone.

Stem Rust 
Evidence 
Is Noted 


stem rust has showed up 
in eastern Nebraska wheat 
fields but it’s too early to de­ 
termine whether any signifi­ 
cant reduction in y ields will 
result, Dr. John Weihing, ex ­ 
tension plant pathologist at 
the University of Nebraska, 
reported. 
If cool, moist weather re­ 
tard grain development dur­ 
ing the nex t few weeks, the 
stem rust could build up and 
reduce y ields, he said. In this 
event, late maturing fields 
would be more likely to be 
harmed. 
But Dr. Weihing said he 
believes the wheat plants are 
sufficiently advanced t h a t 
they 
may 
escape 
serious 
damage. 
Leaf rust also is present 
in wheat fields, he noted. 
It’s difficult to distinguish 
between leaf rust and stem 
rust at this time. Stem rust 
can be the more damaging.
